EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. Claims 1 and 2 recite, inter alia, the oxide film having a chromium concentration that is 
higher at an exterior surface than at an interior surface adjacent to the respective electrode 
member and wherein the chromium concentration of oxide films is at least 10% at the exterior 
surface.
